Think its ubout time I was answering all these interesting 
letters you have been sriting concerning the National Radio Club and wy 
FCC-DX programs ett.

I should think this will be 
of interast to the members cs well as giving me a valuable report or 
reports on the operation cf the station. All this can be done without 
stopping the broadcast.
